cattle, but we cannot produce fruit, 
and are willing to exchange. But if 
a mau has to pay, $%/a barrel freight 
on apiples, you can easily see that the 
average farmer cannot afford to in- 
dulge im luxuries of that kind in order 
td enable the Canadian Pacific railway 
tol pay its president $50,000 a year and 
the rest of the officials in proportion. 

Inj the Territories we pay three cents 
acd four cents passenger rates per 
mile, and uf! to last year we paid five 
cents per mile on the Regina Long 
Like and Saskatchewan road, yet this 
country has paid that road three times 
more than it has cost, We gave! it 
6,490 acres of the finest lands in the 
country per mile. They wili not take 
ordinary land, and I understand there 
is a suit gending because they refuse 
to take the lands offered and want the 
choicest. Besides 6,400 acres per mile, 
tbey get $80,000 per year for twenty 
years for carrying the mails, and they 
have never earned more than $2,000 
orl $3,000 a year in that service. Take 
the lands at $3 an acre~-and they have 
not sold one acre at less, and some they 
have) soid as high as $6 or $7 an acre— 
that makes $19,200 per mile as the 
value of the land, taking its lowest 
value] of $3 per acre, Then take the 
cash subsidy of $80,000 a year for 
twenty years, and you will see that 
this corporation has received not less 
than $20,000 per mile, 

Mr. Richardson (Lisgar). [I have

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timber. The! canyon is some 66 miles 
from the mouth of the river, the chan- 
nel, of which is somewhat tortuous,aad 
is studded with islands clothed with a 
more) or less heavy growth of cotton- 
wood, with which species of timber the 
banks of the stream also are lined. 
The 1ue of salmon in the river is very 
large during the season, and a dozen 
or more tanneries have been establish- 
od, at iatervals for fifteen or twenty 
miles up the stream. ‘Ihe principal 
point is Port Essington, where five or 
six hundred people are resident dur- 
ing the fishing season, The Hudson 
Bay Company have for years main- 
tained a steamboat service on the 
Skeena, running up as far as ths forks 
of the stream, about 120: mildd from 
its mouth, These steamers make the 
first trips of the season during’ the 
early part of May, and except during 
two or three weeks in June when 
high) water occurs, navigation is 
continuous usually til! October. The 
rocks of the Skeena are mainly ¢ran- 
ites, ‘but there are intrusions of sand- 
stones overlying seams of bituminous 
coal of greater or lesser commercial 
importance. At Kitsilas - Canyon, 
where the trail from Kittimat Arm 
comes in, a number of mineral claims 
have been staked, and the surface 
showings! are very promising, The ore 
is a copper sulphide, carrying’ some 
goldj the percentage of the red metal 
running by assay as bigh' in some 
cases as 30 and 40. One of the claims 
has been prospected by a tunnel of 
about 200 feet on the vein, besides 
shallow shafts and open cuttings. (The 
results have been (most encouraging, 
and such was the general appearance 
of many of the claims which I visited 
that there can be little question of the 
occurrence here of copper ores in{such 
quantities as will afford the material 
some! day for a great mining industry. 
Beyond Kitsilas Canyon the valley, of 
the, Skeena widens out at places to 
several! miles, the land on either sida 
sloping gently down from the basis of 
the mountains, which rise here to an 
altitude of two or three thousand feet 
on either side. There is no timber to 
speak of in the valley, the land. being 
over grown ‘here and there with emal] 
poplars. This character of valley iand 
extends, with some interruptions, for 
sixty miles, or until the village of Haz- 
letorf is reached at the forks of the 
river, “ 

There} are several villages along this 
stretch, inhabited mainly by Indians, 
usur lis under the guidance and control 
of the whiquitous missionary, Enough 
off the ground is cultivated to supiply 
local needs, and these efforts have 
shown’ the land to be wonderfully fer- 
tile and productive. Roots of all kinds, 
thea small fruits, wheat, barley, oats 
and peas, and even such delicate veg- 
etables as tomatoes, are successfully 
fultivated, and with a market for 
their produce there is no doubt that 
maoy thousands of acres would speed- 
ily be brought under cultivation in 
this magnificent valley. 

Hazleton has for many years been a 
cost of the Hudson Bay Company, and 
is the commercial headquarters for the 
great interior lying eastwards from it. 
Only. the Indian, the trapper and the 
miner have inhabited this vast region 
in the gast. Several hundred people 
are resident at Hazleton during the 
winter, the miners being accustomed 
toispend the cold months there, There 
are; a coujle of stores besideg the H, 
B. £o’s, also a stapiping place, smithy, 
ete. The Bulkley river (marked on 
somej of the mapisas the Watsonquah) 
flows) in here from the south. For a 
distarne of thirty to forty miles or 
more up this stream, and on the east- 
ern! side b:.. «Tee ee 
area} of an average width of perhaps 
ten’ miles of the finest grass land I 
ever saw. There is evidence of the 
timber that onee grew on this land 
having, been burned off, and thati not 
very many years ago. The ground 
rises gradually away to the esstward 
from the stream, and almost every- 
where there is a growth of two to 
two and! a half feet, of grass of very 
nutritous character. Some of this 
land. has been surveyed into townshigts 
by the provincial government and is 
open to settlement, ‘but there are ex- 
tremely few settlers, owing to the ab- 
sence of market for the rich harvests 
that the soil is capable of producing. 
Between twenty and thirty miles south 
of Hazletor, on the Bulkley, several 
scams} of toal are exposed, due of them 
measuring) seven feet and the otber 
thirteen feet in thickness, [t is a true 
bituminous foal. Numbers of analyses 
mada shows that it contains something 
over 60 per cent. fixed carbon, 25 per 
cent, volatile matter, and very little 
sulphur, aod experiments have proven 
it? to be capable of producing a very 
superior quality of coke, There is 
every, indication that these coal meas- 
ures are of very wide extent,for al- 
most'a similar exposure occurs at Ba- 
bine, lake, fifty or sixty miles farther 
east, It is surmised, indeed, byi some 
geologicts/ that these measures are a 
rontinuationf of those of Queen Char- 
lotte Island, lying 75 miles out in the 
Paxific; Ocean, opposite the mouth! of 
Skeena river. The future importance 
of these coal! beds, when the railway 
bas been built, and the unquestion- 
ably rich anid widespread mineral lodes 
of’ the interior of the region have been 


developed, avill be apparert, for here |- 


is a courtry believed by those who 
k»ow most about it to be equal in 
richness and of vastly wider extent 
than the now, famous Kootenays of 
sourthern British Columbia. 

At Hazleton the Kitsumgal'um river 
flows im from the north, atd here 
again is found a country somewhat 
similar to that along the Bulkley, only 
that it is generally timbered quite 
heavily, although there are stretches. 
too, of open land 

The wining of the interior so far has 
been wholly that of ailuvial gold, 
tho placere of the Manson, Missalinka, 
Ossalinka, Vital, Jim May and 
numbers of otper streams having 
been rich producers ef the yellow met- 
al for many vears. But the operat 
tions of the individual qilacer miner 
are now giving place to thosa of com- 
panies of large capital operating &x- 
tensive hydraulic enterprises. The 
langest of thesa so far ‘is the Forty- 
third company, which has expended 
many thousands of dollars in ditches, 
flumes and piping on Manson Creek. 
Piping was in progress last season, 
but I dave not yet learned what suc- 
cess was achieved. The ground, how- 
ever, is unquestionably rich, and there 
is erongh gravel there to keep, them 
washing half a century. 

It is on thei stry of lode mining, 
nowever, that the future greatness of 
the region will depend. So far there 
has been little or no prosperting for 
lodes, those discovered (and usually 
left unstaked) having been stumbled

would square eight or ten inches, re- 
markably| tough in fibre and clear as 
crystal. . : 

The climate at Hazleton, as shown 
by meteorologicai records preserved 
there, is milder on tha average than 
that’ of central Ontario, the snowfall is 
less, the winter, of about equa! dura- 
tion, but the thermometer dips lower 
and, also rises higher. But for all in- 
tents and purpose: the climate is prac- 
tically the same, The ground in the 
open is often clear of snowi in March, 
and usually after the first part of 
April remains bare, This seems re- 
markable, seeing that the latitudd is 
wel! on to ont thousand miles farther 
nortbhf than southern Ontario, 

Hazleton’ is now in telegrapihic touch 
with the outer world, the extension of 
the Dominion government wire from 
Cariboo to Dawson City passing 
througly this point, Some day) a rail- 
way: will be buiit to connect the Un- 
ited States with ite possessions in 
Alaska, This line will necessarily fol- 
low the valley to the east of the Cas- 
cade range of mountains through Brit- 
ishf Columbia, and will thus form a 
junction with the Canadian North- 
ern line at Hazleton, so that this 
now iasignificaat village of log shacks 
will some day expand into a vity of 
great importance,

WAR SIILL DRAGS ON. 

A despateh from Lord Kitchener is 
so studiously. silent upon the subject 
of the peace negotiations that it leads 
to the conclusion that nothing has yet 
beem accomplished. of a sufficiently 
definite character to justify lending 
ofiicial support to the view that the 
war is over, Nor do General French’s 
movements indicate a cessation of 
hostilities, although possibly, as ra 
date is given, his captures were 'made 
previously to the granting of the arm- 
istice, Lord Kitchener’s despatch, 
which is dated at Pretoria Tuesday 
evening, reports as follows: ‘“DeWet 
has reached Senekal on his northward 
progress.” 

A despatch from Pretoria, after 
noting Gen, DeWet’s arrival at Sene- 
kal, Orange River Colony, says. that 
though he has only a small following, 
DeWet is nearing a district where he 
is likely to peceave considerable rein- 
foceements' and probabiy intends to 
pick up roving bands of republicans, 
who are ever present in the Dornberg 
and Korannaberg districts. Gen. 
French,, the despatch adds, has been 
detained by swollen drifts in the 
Pietretief dstrict, but is now abla to 
move again, 

A despateh from Cape Town reports 
that Scheeper’s and Milan’s comman- 
dos have turned southward, and are 
now within forty miles of Willo..more 
and that the British are following 
them, “French in addition to his pre- 
vious successes reports forty-six Loers 
killed or wounded, 146 taken prison=rs 
amd surrendered with 200 rifles, 3,/00 
rounds ot ammunition, 2,400 hors_s.
